I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration,  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1957  on  the  health,  of  the  City  and  on  the  work 
of  your  puMis  health  d apartment 0 

In  order  to  give  a  comprehensive  account  of  the  various  public 
health  services  at  work  in  the  City,  the  report  deals  also  with  the 
services  provided  ter  the  County  Council  under  Part  111  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  and  administered  from  the  Divisional 
Health  office,, 

In  the  autumn  the  City  experienced  an  outbreak  of  influenza  which 
initially  was  largely  confined  to  children  of  school  age  tout  later 
spread  to  the  population  as  a  whole*  It  caused  a  great  deal  of 
absence  from  work  and  school,  and  the  illness  was  unpleasant  while 
it  lasted*  Fortunately,  serious  complications  were  relatively  un¬ 
common* 

Slum  clearance  has  decreased  because  of  the  difficulties  experienced 
by  the  Corporation  in  building  new  houses *  It  is  important  that, 
as  soon  as  circumstances  permit,  the  building  of  houses  for  people 
living  in  old  and  worn-out  property  should  be  energetically  persued* 

Your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly  written  the  section  of  the 
report  dealing  with  sanitation,  refuse  removal,  salvage,  housing  and  , 
food  hygiene* 

I  am  indebted  to  him  and  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the 
officers  for  a  great  deal  of  kindly  help  and  advice*

as  Cleansing  Superintendent  for  the  Corporation®  He  also 
does  the  meat  inspection  at  the  central  slaughtering  depot 
in  Ripon®

MIDWIFERY 


The  fashion  of  having  confinements  in  institutions  continues 
with  gradually  increasing  ^popularity,,  It  is  debatable  whether 
this  trend  is  in  the  best  interests  of  mother  and  child  in 
normal  cases  with  suitable  home  conditions 0  Certainly  it  becomes 

increasingly  difficult  for  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice  in  a 
rural  area  such  as  this  to  get  sufficient  cases  to  afford  them 
constant  practice  of  their  art0 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  more  than  half  of  the  women 
delivered  in  hospital  or  maternity  home  were  discharged  to  the 
care  of  our  domiciliary  midwives  before  the  tenth  day. 

Are  we  as  a  community  making  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  mid¬ 
wifery  resources  available  to  us?  It  seems  very  doubtful. 

Six  district  nurse/midwives  worked  in  the  division  during  the 
year9  and  the  recruitment  of  staff  to  take  the  place  of  those 
retiring  is  causing  some  concern  at  the  time  of  writing. 

The  provision  of  housing  accommodation  would  help.

8*  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

As  in  previous  years 9  vaccination  and  immunisation  were  offered 
against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  and  whooping  cough.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  the  County  Council  decided  to  approve  the  use  of  com¬ 
bined  vaccines p  and  immunisation  against  tetanus  was  Introduced,, 

This  should  be  particularly  useful  in  a  farming  area  such  as  the 
division* 

Poliomyeli tis  vaccination  proceeded  as  fast  as  the  somewhat  limited 
supplies  of  vaccine  would  allow* 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  13-year  old  school  children  was  also  undertaken* 
All  these  activities  throw  a  considerable  strain  on  the  medical*, 
nursing  and  clerical  staff  of  the  department.  The  smooth  running  of 
the  various  schemes  is  a  testimonial  to  their  enthusiasm  and  efficiency*

(b)  WHOOPING  COUGH 

This  debilitating  disease  can  be  a  killer  in  the  young  child,.

11+  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken*  The  results 
were  satisfactory* 

The  proportion  of  heat  treated  milk  has  again 
Increased  and  the  supply  of  loose  silk  is  now  a 
comparatively  small  quantity©  No  complaints  have 
been  received  regarding  unsatisfactory  milk* 

Dairies  have  been  well  conducted* 

In  November  1957 9  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  asked  the  Council  for  any  ob~ 
serrations  on  a  proposal  to  Include  the  City  of  Ripon 
in  a  Specified  Area  in  which  the  sale  of  specially 
designated  milk  would  be  compulsory*  The  Council

X957o  Knowledge  of  some  premises  emphasises  the 
need  for  continued  vigil enc©  on  the  part  of  your 
Public  Health  Inspector,,  Unfortunately p  this 
work  Is  proceeding  slowly  by  reason  of  much  work„ 
little  time  and  no  assistance,. 

It  is  known  that  many  food  traders  have  taken 
little  or  no  individual  action  as  a  result  of  the 
new  Food  Regulations*  They  are  apparently  awaiting 
a  visit  from  the  Public  Health  Inspector* 

Explanatory  leaflets  were  issued  to  all  food  traders 
on  the  operation  of  the  Food  Regulations* 


The  sale  off  foodstuffs  in  an  open  market  is  a 
problem  confronting  many  traders  and  local  authorities* 
During  1957  a  special  leaflet  was  produced  and  issued 
to  all  food  traders  visiting,  Ripon  Market  on 
Thursdays  aid  Saturdays*  This  was  followed  by 
personal  visits  and  considerable  Improvement  has 
resulted*  Many  of  the  stalls  are  equipped  with 
thermos  type  hot  water  units  which  incorporate  a 
small  hand basin*  Open  foodstuffs  are  covered  with 
glass  or  perspex  lids  and  trays*  The  standard  is  still 
not  good  enough  and  constant  vigilance  is  necessary 
to  assure  reasonable  conformity  with  the  Regulations*

There 
were  no  new  non  pulnonary  cases  -  a 
pleasant  seqwsi  to  the  cleaner  nilk 
supply  we  now  enjoy. 

Only  one  death,  of  a  nan  over  65  years 
of  age,  was  was  attributed," 4 n‘ part,  to  the 
disease. 

The  prevention  of  tuberculosis  now 
depends  on  the  closest  liaison  between 
th«  chest  physicians  and  the  nedlcal 
officer  of  health,  especially  since 
the  lapse  of  the  statutory  requirement 
for  the  latter  to  maintain  a  tuberculosis 
register. 

Primary  infections  are  not  always 
notified,  but  it  does  seem  that  inform¬ 
ation  about  them  should  be  readily 
available  so  that  sources  of  infection, 
etc,  can  be  followed  up. 

Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  on  the  capacity  for  work  of 
people  on  the  register.  Difficulty  Is 
tsperienced  in  placing  chronic  cases  in 
suitable  work  as  sufficient  part-time 
work  is  not  available* 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  The  Unit  visited  Ripon  during  the  year 

and  referred  5  people  for  investigation  to 
the  chest  clinic*  One  active  and  two  in¬ 
active  cases  were  found,  together  with  one 
bronchial  carcinoma  and  one  bronchiectasis.
